senate of calcium proved effective, 
in laboratory and field tests con­ 
ducted at Benton Harbor, Mich., 
are the codling moth, the fall Web- 
worm, the tent caterpillar, and the 
tussock moth. The details of the 
various experiments are publish­ 
ed in Department Bulletin No. 27", 
“ Miscellaneous Insecticide Inves 
f igations. 
in these tests the effects of ar­ 
senate of calcium, both alone and 
combined with lime esulphur solu­ 
tion, were tested in 
comparison 
with arsenate of lead alone and in 
combination 
with 
lime-sulphur. 
The arsenate of calcium, as was 
the arsenate of lead, was used at 
the rate of two pounds to each 50 
gallons of water. In all th<* exper­ 
iments the arsenate of calcuin gave 
very satisfactory results in killing 
the larvae without burning tin* fo­ 
liage. 
In a number of cases its 
killing action was somewhat slow­ 
er than, but compared favorably 
with, the arsenate of lead. 
Since 
it can be produced more cheaply 
than the lead arsenate it would ap­ 
pear to have distinct value, altho 
it has not been sufficiently tested 
to permit recommending it unre­ 
servedly for general use. W here 
arsenate of calcium was combned 
with lime-sulphur it was, as a rule, 
even more effective as a poisoning 
agent than when used alone and 
did not lessen the value of the lat­ 
ter as a fungicide.

Cotton-boll Weevil Advances 100 
Miles in Two Weeks. 


Under normal conditions th♦ 
* boll 
Weevil advances into new terri­ 
tory at the rate of about 50 miles 
each year, Init during ¡i period of 
only two weeks during the present 
season there was ail advance 
of 
Hboilt 1 <H» miles. This IllOVelih lit 
carried the insect into Georgia for 
the first time, and 25 counties in 
that state b e c a m e infested. Sever­ 
al counties in Florida have been 
infested for several y e a r s , but 8 
additional ones became infested by 
the same movement. 20 additional 
counties in Alabama were also in­ 
vaded All this spread took place 
between the fifteenth and thirty- 
first of August. 
There were several conditions, 
according to the entomologists of 
the department which contributed 
to this unusual dispersion. 
One 
of them was the drouth in Alaba­ 
ma and Mississippi, which caused 
the plants to cease fruiting and de­ 
prived tin* weevils of the square« 
upon which they preferred to feed. 
Tin* more 
important 
condition, 
however, was a series of very high 
winds which began on August 15 
and blew continuously for several 
days toward the northeast. 
The 
weevils were thus carried much 
farther than they would have gone 
by natural flight or even by the 
aid of ordinary winds. 
The department has placed all 
available forces at work to assist 
the farmers in territory that has 
just become infested. Most of tin* 
coton is now open and this will al­ 
low an unusual early picking so 
that the fall broods of the weevil 
can he destroyed by uprooting and 
burying the plants 
or 
burning 
them when necessary. The depart­ 
ment strongly urges the burying 
of tin* plants where this can he 
done promptly, as the humus there 
by placed in the soil is of very 
great importance. The state agen­ 


cies are eo-operating 
with 
the 


a g e n t s of the department, and a 
very active effort "ill he made to 
reduce the number of weevils to 
the extent that will allow an ap­ 
proximately normal crop to be pro­ 
duced next season. 
¿knottier feature of the boll weev­ 
il problem which is attracting con­ 
siderable attention is the damage 
that is being done in Texas this 
season. 
There is a more or less 
general impression in the eastern 
part of tin* cotton belt that the 
boll weevil has died out in the 
state of Texas, but the investiga­ 
tions in tlie department show tha> 
the abundance of the insect in that 
region depends on climatic con­ 
ditions. During the present season 
these conditions have 
been 
ex­ 
tremely favorable, with the result 
that the insect has been as abund­ 
ant as at any time since it invaded 
the state. The lesson to he drawn 
from this fact is that the planters 
in the eastern part of the cotton 
belt must make a strenuous fight 
and should realize that since the 
boll weevil has not died out eith­ 
er in Texas or Mexico, it is not 
likely to do so in any other region 
that may become invaded. 
They 
should adjust their 
systems 
of 
farming to boll weevil conditions 
without delay.
